TREATMENT- OF EPIZOOTIC. 


Condition* Favorable to an Outbreak of 


Tbl» DUMtroiu Dicease. 


Many readers will remember when 


about fifteen years ago ah epizootio 
disease prevailed over almost the whole 
of the United States and demoralized 
business everywhere. Oxen were ecs* 
ployed in the streets of New York and 
other large cities, and farmers were at 
their wit's ends for want of their 
teams. The disease 'is simply influ- 
enza, which consists of inflammation 
and congestion of the lining mem- 
branes of the air passages, the nasal 
membranes, and those of the sinuses of 
the head and of the eyes. The whole 
head is sick, in fact, and the throat is 
sore, the salivary glands are swollen, 
the lungs suffer with the rest, and tha 
animal is depressed and weakened, and 
is often unable to swallow. 
It is by no 


means dangerous unless it is neglected 
and the animals are subject to unusu- 
ally unwholesome conditions. 


In the outbreak of 1872 the conditions 


prevailing as regards the weather were 
similar to those of the past summer. 
Intense heat and drought in places, fol- 
lowed by continued raina, both of which 
increase tenfold the commonly un- 
healthful influences of stables and 
barns, have prevailed. The bad air, 
the pungent odors, the worry from flies 
adding to the inevitable wear of the 
ordinary summer's work, produce pre- 
cisely that disordered condition of the 
membranes and the blood which of- 
fers a favorable resting place for 
the absorption and growth of tha 
ever-present germs of this disease. 
Thedisease is notcontagiousjitspreada 
and appears hero and there in distant 
places because the conditions favorable 
for its incubation prevail. It runs a 
certain course of two or three weeks, 
when with proper treatment it sub- 
sides, leaving in the worst cases some 
constitutional 
taints, which 
resist 


treatment very stubbornly and may be- 
come permanent. These results of the 
disorder vary. 


In some horses the blood is perma- 


nently disordered and farcy results; in 
others various forms of dropsy appear, 
as anasarca or swelled legs, or the kid- 
neys become the seat of trouble; the 
eyes may suffer permanently, or a per- 
manent catarrh of the nasal mem- 
branes and of the bronchial passages 
remains. These results are most often 
due to the severity of the disease, from 
unfavorable surroundings or previous 
ill health, or from neglect or want ol 
judicious management. 
' 


Tliere is time to ward off the disease 


and prevent it spreading by immediate 
hygienic measures. The purification 
of the stables and thorough ventilation 
are the foundation of any effective 
treatment. A change of food from 
the usual corn to bran, linseed oil 
meal, oatmeal, barley meal and, it 
possible, carrots, with the best e,nd 
soundest hay or grass, and pure cool 
water is needed. If the stables are 
close, dark and damp the animal should 
be moved to dry, airy sheds, open in 
the front, or abundantly provided with 
pure air. Second-growth clover, clover 
hay, rye, straw and smutty grain 
should be carefully avoided. Anti- 
septic and cooling medicine should be 
given, such as two-ounce doses of sul- 
phate of soda with a dram of chlorate 
of potassa-given daily in a bran mash, 
alternately with one-ounce doses of 
hyposulphite of soda for a week. 
These are all useful for prevention, 
and a course of such treatment contin- 
ued for a week or two will evade the 
probable attack. 


When the disease invades the stable 


the horses need good nursing, soft, 
nutritious food, a cooling, active laxa- 
tive, as sixteen ounces of epsom salts 
at first, followed, by one ounce of hypo- i 
sulphite of soda, with one dram of * 
chlorate of potassa, daily; the sore 
throat should be fomented with hot •! 
water and well rubbed with strong lini- J 
ment. The stable should be thoroughly 
disinfected by burning sulphur on a 
hot shovel in it, and afterward by smok- 
ing it with pine tar burned in the same 
way. 
Powdered gum arabic, one ounce,' 


mixed with half the quantity each of 
chlorate of potash and subnitrate of 
bismuth, finely pulverized, blown into 
the nostrils through a quill, in small 
quantities at intervals of an hour or 
two, will allay the irritation of the nos- 
trils and relieve the eyes. 
If the eyes • 


are inflamed they should be protected 
by shades. Patient nursing with this 
treatment will usually 
shorten the 


course of the disease to a few days, 
when tonics and good • feeding 
are 


needed to build up the strength again. 
Powdered Peruvian bark with sulphate 
of iron in dram doses, given in a daily . 
mash of bran and linseed, with sound- 
old oats and clean timothy hay, or cut 
feed with crushed oats and bran, will 
be found very useful and effective in 
avoiding the frequent sequelae previ- 
ously mentioned.—./V. Y. Times.

slumber of otornitv. The premises above 
mentioned—a two-story brick structure, 
was occupied by Michael Newman and his 
family, tho flrat floor as a grocery store 
the upper story as the aleeplng apartments 
of_tho family.

He was for five" years a member oE 
the North Carolina stata senate, and 
afterwards served twelve terms as con- 
gressman from that state, boing speaker 
of the house ot representatives from 1801 
to 1806. In 1815 ha was elected to the 
United States senate, and was re-elected 
until he declined m 1828. In 1824 he re- 
ceived the 24 electoral votes of Virginia 
for vice president. His public services 
lasted through a period of thirty-seven 
years.

CONCERNING BLIGHTS. 


•aw to De«tror the Upon* of Bolt «rt 
Smat In Unla. 


The- diseases of plants and tree* 


known as blights are exceedingly vari- 
ous, but yet similar in many respects 
in their characters and history. As 
blight" these diseases hare been known 
for many years, and are by.no means 
new or unknown. That more has not 
been heard of them until recently, 
however, has been due to the (act that 
formerly no systematic methods of in- 
vestigation have been undertaken to 
learn something of their nature snd to 
discover some means of preventing 
them, while more recently a large 
number of skillful and patient experi- 
menters and observers have been at 
work with them, and what they hare 
learned has been widely 
published 


through agricultural 
and scientific 


journals. A century ago pear blight 
was mado a subject of comment and 
inquiry, but the prevailing ignorance 
of that period, not unmixed with super- 
stition — & fit mate for ignorance — pre- 
vented any 
useful results. Blight 


means, in general, a failure of vitality 
or withering 
from some unknown 


cause; it is not in any sense a syn- 
onym for disease, and has been ap- 
plied to fruit trees, small fruits, grains, 
roots and other farm crops which are 
subject to sudden attacks of disease 
tbat injure or destroy the plants, fruits 
or seeds. 


Thus we have pear blight, potato 


blight and others which affect a large 
number of plants, but all in a similar 
manner. The attack is sudden and 
ffttal to a portion or the whole of a 
plant It is accompanied by conspic- 
uously visible symptoms — a change 
of color, decay and final death oj 
the 
plant. 
These 
symptoms 
pos- 


sess 
a 
remarkable 
similarity 
in 


appearance, 
and 
when 
examined 


are found to be equally similar in their 
internal characters. Withering of the 
foliage, decay of the stems, rotting 
of the fruit or tubers, and generally a 
blackening of these parts, accompanied 
by t&e mycelium of fungi, which in 
time produces seed in the form of black 
smut or red and yellow rust The 
smuts of grains, the rot of potatoes, the 
rnsts of grains and various plants, tha 
black rot and mildew of grapes, the 
mildews of gooseberries, currants, peas 
and other plants; the yellows of peaches, 
the fire blight of the pear, apple and 
quince; the black knot of the plum and 
cherry — all these fall under the generic 
term of "blight," and all possess very 
much the same characters and produce 
similar results.

investigations have proved 


that they are all parasitic and due to 
various kinds of fnngi. which can be di- 
vided into classes, but which so far are 
not clearly understood, and which may 
in reality be more closely related than 
has been hi therto supposed, and in some 
cases mar be identical, although found 
upon ditiuruiit plants. As au example 
of tbe present unsatisfactory stngo of 
our knowledge in regard to these dis- 
eases, it may be shown how some years 
ago it was believed that the rust of the 
barberry was easily communicated to* 
wheat; some years after this was em- 
phatically denied, and now the old 
opinion of their identity is revived. 
The rusts of blackberry and of wheat 
are supposed to be distinct and differ- 
ent, but we have found them to appear 
precisely alike in every respect, even 
to the presence of an accompanying 
mite which feeds upon the spores on 
both plants, and have proved beyond 
what we think reasonable doubt that 
rust of one plant will affect the other, 
thus cloarly pointing to, if not proving, 
their identity. 


Enough, however, of these forms of 


plant diseases is known to give us a 
useful understanding of their nature 
and some indication of the means ol 
preservation. That they bear a close 
analogy to some parasitic diseases ol 
animals is also known. They are con- 
tagious; some are accompanied and 
produced by minute organisms known 
as bacteria or other similar parasitic 
plants of a very low order of life, but 
which will multiply with amazing ra- 
pidity and soon take possession of and 
consume (literally and actually) their 
victims, by disorganizing and feeding 
upon their substance; and they are all 
destroyed by sulphur or preparations 
of it which hare an acrid or antiseptic 
character. 


The mostrccentdiscovorics in regard 


to these blights go to show that they 
appear only io* plants upon which they 
are sown, or which ?.ra sown in soil 
sown with their seeds, and that they 
mostly affect plants whose vigor and 
vitality havo been weakened by some 
deficiency of food or some unfavorable 
condition of soil or wnnther. Thus, a 
wet season in which fogs are followed 
by very hot sunshine furnishes very 
favorable conditions for the growth of 
rust upon wheat and smut upon corn 
and oats. Infertility of soil tends to 
the growth ol rust upon blackberries. 
Wheat which has been smntteci one 
year, if sown the next will produce a 
smutted crop. The same is true of corn, 
and potatoes grown from seed from a 
previous year's rotted crop will be af- 
fected by rot if the season is at all 
favorable for the growth of the fungus 
which causes it 
Yellows has be.cn 


produced in peaches by burying dis- 
eased branches and leaves among the 
roots of healthy trees, and has ap- 
peared also iu trees grown in soil that 
is deficient in potash, while the addi- 
tion of potash and lime has caused 
plum and cherry trees badly affected 
with black rust to recover and regain 
perfect health. It has also been lound 
that sulphate of copper in solution in 
water destroys the spores of the rust 
and smut in wheat and oats, the smut 
of corn, the rot of potatoes, the blacfc 
rot of grapes, and by analogy will 
probably have a useful effect in similar 
cases with other plants. This fact is 
pertinent to the preparation for the 
sowing of fall wheat, for it is well 
proved that if the seed be steeped in a 


j solution of four ounces of sulphate of 
j copper to a gallon of water for each 


five bushels, the spores of the rnst ad- 
hering to the seeds .will be destroyed, 
snd the young plant will be impreg- 
nated with tho solution as to offer no 
favorable conditions for the entrance 
of . the parasite from the soil. 
The 


same treatment saves oats and corn and 
potatoes from the smut and rot; but 
while this remedy is useful in some 
cases, in others the adequate fertilizing 
of the soil must be secured to give suf- 
ficient vigor to the plants to resist the 
invader. The most needed nutriment 
for this result seems to be mineral, and 
lime, potash and phosphoric acid have 
been found most effective to ward oft 
the attacks of parasites from fruit 
trees aa well as grains. — N. T. Times.

Hen Batter Jtteke» at law and Spends 
in Politics—Uogor A. Pryor ami His 
Career—Bdcerton and Oberly.

WASHISGTOS, Oct. 31.—Sirs. Kate Chase 


Sprague will be in America by the time this 
.tetter is published. She intends to return to 
the United States for good, and she say&she 
feela like au exile while she is in Prance. Her 
property near here has become very valuable 
from tbo great rise in suburban real estate* in 
Washington. It is called Edgevrood, and the 
house commands a fine view of the Capitol 
and the Fofcomac. It is an old fashioned 
mansion, but is large and roomy, and it 
would be just the thing for the country seat 
of a statesman. I understand that the prop- 
erty will be offered for 3c\le, but it may be 
that the steady rise of suburban property will 
lead Mrs. Spraguo to hold on to it. Mrs. 
Sprague was wrapped up in her father, Chief 
Justice Chose, and Edgewoodwashis country 
home. The sentiment connected with it 
would lead her to retain it, but it is very 
doubtful whether the can afford it 
> 


Several years ago she was not in the best 6t 


circumstances, and I found in an antiquity 
store on Third avenue, New York, a silver 
pitcher and a couple of silver candelabra 
which the dealer told me belonged to Mrs. 
Sprague and had been left by her to be sold. 
She had, perhaps, during her great social 
reign as many beautiful things as any woman 
in the United States, and at the auction which 
took place at Canonchet after she first left for 
France a single cabinet was cold which cost 
her 84,000. This was formerly the property 
of Marie Antoinette, and among the other 
things sold were a number of Mrs. Sprague's 
personal effects, even to her pincushion. Had 
such an auction taken place in Washington 
the articles would have sold for their full 
value. Washington has a throng of steady 
auction goers, and the soles of the effects of 
statesmen bring such high prices that when 
au auction is held cheap imitation rftuff is 
sometimes smuggled in and sold for several 
times its original price to the highest bidder. 


Ethel Sprague, the daughter of Mrs.' Kate 


Chase Sprague, proposes to go on the stage. 
She has studied for it, both in Franco and in 
England, and Henry Irving has promised 
her that ho will give her all the assistance he 
can. She wants to be a tragedienne, and her 
greatest ambition is to personate Lady Mac- 
beth. Ethel Spraguo ii now 28 years old. 
She is tall, dark and beautiful. 
She has 


protty teeth, and her figure is as evenly 
rounded as that of the Venus de Melos. She 
is full of enthusiasm, and she says her mother 
bos consented to allow her to become on 
actress. 
Mrs. Kate Chase Sprague would 


have made an accomplished actress herself, 
and her life during her father's campaign for 
the nomination to the presidency was per- 
haps as trying as that of any woman who 
has attempted to portray the character of 
another. Her life has been one series of trag- 
edies. She was the queen of Washington so- 
ciety while she remained in it, and no one dis- 
puted her right to the position. She ruled 
nearly evry statesman with whom t,he caino 
in contact. 


By the way, I saw Senator Conkling in 


New York this week. He is hale and hearty 
and ho weighs twenty-five pounds more than 
ha did when he left the United States senate. 
His golden locks have, however, turned to sil- 
ver, and the curl which hangs over his tore- 
head is as white as the driven snow. I 
caught only a glimpse of him, but it seemed 
to me that he had lost sol. o of the dudish airs 
he. affected at Washington, and he was, 
though well dressed, more carelessly attired 
than I havo ever seen him. He wore a rough 
blue sack coat and his head was crowned with 
a military slouch. He coins, I understand, 
from $50,000 to $100,000 yearly, but he 
mourns, I doubt not, for the fleshpots of pol- 
itics. No statesman who has hod the adula- 
tion showered upon him which has fallen to 
the lot of Senator Conkling can ba content 
•with the humdrum hfe of a lawyer. The 
almighty dollar is a god which fails to sat- 
isfy such men, and Conkhng's friends hope 
that sonio occasion will thrust him again into 
the swim. 
He has only one chance, 


BO ex-Postmaster General Creswell says, 
of becoming a political leader. 
This 


chance would arise should some great issue, 
come before the country, and Conkling, by 
his wonderful eloqueuco, be noted as its 
leader, f his issue would have to bo a strik- 
ing ono, and one which would swallow up 
persons in principles. A war with Great 
Britain cir some other power might furnish 
Rich a chance, and the people becoming in- 
fatuated with their side of the struggle, again 
make a hero of thoir loader, Lord Hoseoe. It 
is wonderful how Conklmg's friends stick to 
him, and I have been surprised in traveling 
over the United States to find how widely 
scattered are his admirers. They say they 
would support him for president if he were 
nominated today, and they proclaim that 
with all his abilities he is the honestest states- 
man in the country. It is true Lo has failed 
once, but his friends claim that he did not 
want to return to the senate, and that he re- 
signed for good. 


Speaking of money making, Ben Butler 


makes probably as much as any other public 
man who has left politics for the law. He 
makes $100,000 a year, it is said, and makes 
it easily. His property here in Washington 
has increased m value so that it was appraised 
the other day at 8227,000, or J2,000 more than 
the amount at which he offered to sell it to 
the government two years ago. He probably 
put it low then on account of being very hard 
up as the result of his presidential campaign. 
Butler is a very liberal man in polities, and 
ho has spent several fortunes in keeping him- 
self before tho people. His gutiernatorial 
campaigns cost him $100,000 apieco, at least 
one of his closest friends estimate them ut 
this, and he mortgaged the property which 
he offered to sell the government for $90,000 
in order to get the ready money to carry on 
his lost presidential campaign. Still Butler 
does not worship money, and ho does a great 
deal ot work for nothing. I know of a num- 
ber of poor women whom he has helped by 
trying their cases for nothing. Butler has 
the most deceiving form of any man in 
public life. Ho weighs about 250 pounds, 
and has a look of grandmotherly ease about 
him. 
You would not judge that he ever hur- 


ried, or that he cared to do anything but sit 
in a big arm chair and read, chat or laugh. 
SU11 he is ons of the hardest working lawyers 
in the United States, and he oaoj said that 
bf would rather try coses of assault and bat- 
tery at $10 a suit lhan remain idle. He is a 
man of broad culture anil is a great reader. 
Ho understands how to economize his time, 
and makes his stenographer and private sec- 
retary do a great port of his work. He be- 
lieves in the use of modem intellectual ma- 
clunery, and he has his letters filed carefully 
away, with the answerb v. hich he has made 
to them jotted do\vu in shorthand upon their 
backs. If any question arises he unuerstands 
just what correspondence he has made on the 
subject. This fact will mako his papers very 
valuable in th« future, as he has a very wide 
acquaintance with public won and as his 
correspondence is largely made ap of the un- 
written history of politics. He deals in sly

I saw Butler in the supreme court room 


the other day. 
What a Jolly, generous, 


motherly old soul he is. His face grows 
rosier as he gn.ws older, and as he laughs 
while engaging in conversation, as be fre- 
quently does, his "great fat belly shakes like 
a bowl of jelly." He'does a great deal of 
business at Washington, and he has been so 
long in public life that he knows every one. 
He makes more newspaper • material than 
any other man in the United States, and if 
one could have an index to the newspapers 
which have been published in this country 
during the hist twenty-five years there would 
be more references opposite Butler's name 
than that of any other man. 


Gen. Roger A. Fryor sat beside Butter in 


the supreme court on the day referred to 
above. Butler is not handsome and Fryor 
is uglier than Butler. He is as thin as 
Butler is fat, and his faca is as stern as But- 
ler's is jolly. Butler's complexion is fair. 
Fryer's is dark; his u.jck mane of hair, which 
curls as it falls upon his coat collar, is as 
black as a raven's wing, and it shines like 
oiled ebony. Butler seldom looks sober, and 
never appears very fierce. Pryor could scare 
the devil into fits if he chose to do so, and he 
has a habit ot corrugating his chin and fore- 
head like a zinc lined wash board when he is 
in meditation, and his eyes move from one 
side of their lids to the other to "a legal frenzy 
rolling." Fryor is over six feet high. He is 
as straight as a string and is full of nervous 
activity. 
He talks well, mokes an ex- 


cellent 
speech - in 
deep 
chest 
tones, 


and he is considered one of the best 
lawyers in the country. 
He is a man 


with a history, and he first turned" up in 
national politics as President Pierce's special 
commissioner to Greece in 1855. He dabbled 
in the law shortly after he graduated from 
college ten years before this, dropped it and 
turned his attention to editorial work. He 
edited a political journal after he came back 
from Greece known as Tho South, and then 
did work on The Washington States, He was 
in congress before the war, was a member of 
the Confederate congress and a brigadier 
general in the Confederate army. After the 
war was over he went to Tennessee, and from 
thence drifted to New York. It was in Ten- 
nessee, I think, that a friend met hint while 
he was in a lit of the blues and told him he 
ought to go to New York city and practice 
law. Pryor replied that he did not know 
much about tho law, but his friend said that 
that made no difference in the New York 
practice, and advised hiia to go anyhow. He 
took the advice, went to the metropolis, and 
for several years had a rather hard time of 
it. One day a man came into his office and 
asked for lien. Pryor. Pryor was startled, 
and ho was more surprised when the man 
continued: 


"I wish, Gen. Pryor, to retain you in a 


law suit, which will come up in the supreme 
court to-morrow." 


He thoa explained his case, and asked 


Pryor what his fee would bo. Pryor did not 
know what to say. He thought ho ought to 
have a hundred dollars, but he feared the 
man might think it too much and he might 
lose the cose. While ho stroked his Jong 
chin in deep meditation the man said: 
"I will give you Tihat I agreed to pay 
my other counsel if that will satisfy 
you. I am to pay him 6500 down and §500 
when the case is tried." Gen. Pryor replied 
that he thought that would be sufficient, and 
he acted as though he had been accustomed 
to receiving $1,000 fees every day for years 
back. He tried the case and tried it well. He 
threw his whole soul into Ills speech, electri- 
fied the court and won. He attracted atten- 
tion by his effort, and since then he has had 
all the business that he could do. He will 
not moke a fortune out of the Anarchist 
cases, but he haj added to his reputation. 


I met Dr. Burnett, tho husband of Frances 


Hodgson Burnett, the authoress, in an anti- 
quarian book store recer tiy. He was looking 
over some rare book plates which ho was 
about to buy to add to his remarkable collec- 
tion of this character. He is a bright eyed 
brunette of between 30 nnd 40 years of age, 
and is one of the eminent oculists of this city. 
I asked him as to his w ifc, nnd ho told me 
that Mrs. Burnett is now in Florence, Italy, 
where she will put tho children to school. 
Tho Burnett children are two boys—bright 
eyed, blonde haired little fellows, just enter- 
ing then- teens. They look more like their 
mother than their father, and Airs. Burnett 
evidently believes in giving them a chance at 
the language while they are young. In the 
meantime Mrs. Burnett has nothing new on 
hand in the way of work, and she is not turn- 
ing out very much manuscript. I imagine 
the trip which she takes now has to do with 
her health as much as with the education of 
her boys. 


The two civil service commissioners, Edger- 


ton and Oberly, have been having the kind 
of a time that the monkey and the parrot had 
during the old woman's absence, as told in 
the story, and they hardly smile now when 
they pass by. They are as widely separated 
In their characters as the poles, and they mix 
no better than oil and water. They are both 
nice fellows, too, but with a difference. 
Edgerton is an old style gentleman. Ho be- 
lieves in the principles of Andrew Jackson's 
democracy, and he is proud of having called 
upon Jackson before ho went west to make 
his fortune. He is honest to the core and he 
calls a spade a spade. He was a great friend 
of Tilden's, and he and Tom Hendricks slept 
for a time in the same political bed. There 
is no more courtly mau in public life than 
Edgerton, and there is no man of his ago in 
the country who has more activity and vim. 
He is as straight as a Norwegian pine and he 
wears a straight stove pipe of a hat, and a 
great old fashioned stock which makes him 
look even more perpendicular than he is. He 
does not like the iconoclastic tendencies of 
modern politics any more than he does of 
modern tircss, and his beaver is of the same 
style as that which prevailed when Frank 
Pierce was president and Edgerton was a 
young member of congress. .He is a rich 
man, ar.il j < i'.Ics as a money making profes- 
sion is nothing to him. He owns valuable 
lands in Ilio oil and ;;ns regions of north 
western Uh.u.. uil '..u has stocks and bouils 
galore. 'Jl« i ly. u:t the other hand", is, as a 
visitor wi.ti o/ his host's wine, "Poor, but 
honest.1' In- tins been an editor, a member 
of the Ki'.oi. legislature and a political 
writer. II..' i, u ,iv.n of considerable ability 
and of au uu.r.eusj amount of good fellow- 
ship.
